WUOGE ADAMSON 
A HOUR AUTHOR 
ES IN NEW YORK 


Former Georgia Congress- 
man, Carrollton Resi- 
dent, Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia in Hospital. 


New York, January 3.—(#)—Wil- 
liam C. Adamson, former Georgia con- 
gressman, who sponsored the railrvad 
act named for him, died of pneumvunia 
at Presbyterian hospital. He waa 74 


years old. 
+ Mr. Adamson was a resident of 
Carrollton, Ga. He retired a year 
ago from the customs court bench to 
which he had been appojnted by Pres- 
ident Wilson after two decades of 
service in congress. : 

At Mr. Adamson's bedside were his 
wife, Ellen Zellers Adamson; his sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Estelle Baylock, and 
his three sons, Reese and Ernie, of 
New York, and Charles, of Camden, 
New Jersey. 

‘The most significant achievement 
linked .with the career of William 
Charles Adamson, for two decades a 
member of the house of representa- 
tives of the national congress from 
Georgia, was the railroad eight-hour- 
day law, a measure which fixed train- 
mén’s working hours at eight hours 
and prevented a threatened strike in 
the industry. 

As chairman of the house interstate 
and foreign commerce committee, Mr. 
Adamson also was active in other rail- 
road matters. He resigned in 1917 to 
accept appointment by President Wil- 
son as a member of the board of 
United States general appraisers (cus- 
toms court). 

The Adamson act was passed short- 
ty before America entered the we 
war, during a period when a trans- 
portation tie-up would have been es- 
pecially disastrous. The bill was ap- 
proved only after expression of bitter 
feeling among members of both par- 
ties but it was accepted by leaders of 
the railroad brotherhood as a “satis- 
factory settlement.”

BOARD ADVOCAIED 


Dr. Charles E. Waits, 
Head of Fulton Medical 
Society, Urges Constitu- 
tion Amendment. 


Formation, by means of an amend- 
ment to the state constitution, of a 
board of alienists, from whose deci- 
sions on the sanity of criminals there 
could be no appeal, provided such a 
step should seem advisable to repre- 
sentatives of the state medical. and 
bar associations, was advocated in the 
inaugural address of Dr. Charles E. 
Waits newly-elected president of the 
Fulton County Medical society, whose 


installation into office was one of the 
features of the twenty-fourth anniver- 
sary meeting of the organization 
pustaeey night at the Capital City 
elub, 

Speaking of the testimony of physi- 
cians in the prosecution of criminals, 
Dr. Waits stated that the increasing 
number of instances where thé courts 
have disregarded such _. testimony 
“seems to be a serious reflection upon 
the integrity and competency of our 
profession.” “Would ‘¢ not be well,” 
he continued, “for a representative 
group of men from the s‘*te medical 
able, draft a. ttitutional amend- 
ment créating aA of alienists 
whose decision should be final?” 


Board of Examiners. 


Dr. Waits stated that a bill would 
be introduced at the next session of 
the state legislature under the aus 
pices of the state association “to estab- 
lish a state board of examiners in the 
basic sciences underlying the practice 
of the healing art and to provide that 
certification by such board be a pre- 
requisite to eligibility for examination 
for license to practice the healing 
art.” He pointed out that such an act 
would not conflict with the function 
of the present board. of medical ex- 
aminers and would not ‘cause any ex- 
tra expense to the state. The support 
of the s ciety in this and all legisla- 
tive measures which have for their 
aim the improvement and preserva- 
tion of the health of the people was 
earnestly urged. 

Fuller cooperation of the society 
with the state board of health also 
was urged in its coming legislative 
program which, he said, included the 
following items: A substantial in- 
crease in the appropriation for. the 
board itself; an appropriation to en- 
able the board of health to give fi- 
nancial help to the weak counties in 
the establishment of the Ellis health 
laws; a state subsidy to local county

First Assistant Postmaster General 
John H. BartJett announced today 
that the new federal postoffice build- 
ing authorized for Atlanta will be lo- 
cated near the Atlanta Terminal sta- 
tion on property west of the Spring 
street viaduct now used as a freight 
depot by the Central of Georgia rail- 
way. : 

While détails of the new structure 
have not yet been worked out Mr. 
Bartlett stated that it will represent 
a cost of at least $1,000,000, appro- 
priations for which may be asked this 
session. The building will be of mod- 
ern office architecture and will ex- 
tend at least six stories above the 
street level, with the first few floors 
given over entirely to a new parcel 
post station. Other federal activities, 
exclusive of the federal court, will be 
housed in the upper floors, it was 


stated. : 
Higher Building Possible. 

Mr. Bartlett explained that final 
plans may call for a structure of con- 
siderably greater height, possibly ex- 
tending to ten or twelve stories, de- 
pending on the amount of ground 
space to be acquired. 

At the same time Mr. Bartlett an- 
nounced that the present main post- 
office building on North Forsyth 
street will be retained as the center 
of the city’s postal activities. The 
only other federal agency to be housed 
there will be the federal court.

Revelation that Ophel and the fa- 
mous citadel captured by the armies 
of the “giant killer’ 3,000 years ago 
are identical has vindicated the lit- 
eral accuracy of ancient Israelite his- 
torians and solved one of the chief 
problems of Biblical topography, lead- 
ers of the Palestine exploration fund 
expedition assert. 

Sir George Adam Smith now con- 
siders that the whale back rock bound- 
ed by the Kidron and Tyropaeon val- 
leys is the “City of David” about 
which there has been continual con- 
troversy and other modern experts 
agree with him.

Will Not Referee. 

Dempsey will not referee the Strib- 
ling-Sharkey fight at Miami, Febru- 
ary 27, because he doesn’t want to. 
Mr. Rickard has been accused of hav- 
ing made the statement that Dempsey 
will be the third man in the ring, 
but that doesn’t matter so very much. 

Dempsey quite likely will meet the 
winner of this Stribling-Sharkey fight 
with a world’s heavyweight title in- 
volved. When we asked him Thurs 
day night if the above were true, he 
said, “I'll have to wait until I see 
Riekard and I'm not sure yet that ! 
want to box again.’ Perhaps that was 
sufficient enough to leave things in 
a doubtful state. 

It would have been sufficient ex- 
cept that a few minutes later Demp- 
sey was talking about establishing 
training quarters somewhere around 
New York. He is keeping in shape 
now, playing golf and doing roadwork 
from time to time. “I could,” said 
Dempsey, “lay off, add about 20 
pounds and turn to wrestling.” 

It developed during the conversa- 
tion that it wasn't yet setled that the 
winner of the Sharkey-Stribling affair 
would fight for the heavyweight 
crown.

“Just who,” we asked, “knows any- 
thing at all about that tournament?’

New York, January 3.—()—Ways 
and means to make golf greens better

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NEW YORK CITY SUE 
FOR FULL-TIME ON AIR

Washington, January J.—A _ vex- 
ing problem in radio  broadeast- 
ing is brought into  shafp_ reliet 
in New York city’s suit against the 
federal radio commission, filed in the 
court of appeals of the District of 
Columbia. For the first time the !e- 
gal issue is raised between public -:ot- 
profit making stations and _ those 
operated by private enterprise for di- 
rect or indirect gain. 

Comes now the city of New York 
with a claim of prior rights for sta- 
tion WNYC, largely by virtue of its 
governmental and municipal charac- 
ter. The station was required by an 
order of the federal radio commission 
last month to share operating hours 
equally on one of New York state's 
allocated region at wave lengths with 
WMCA, a commercial station. 

Backed by Mayor Walker and the 
city authorities of New York, WNYC 
is earrying its demand for full time 
on the. wave length to the courts after 
an ineffectual effort to get what it 
wanted at a hearing before the com- 
mission. The case would be purely 
local in importance, except for the 
city’s grounds for claiming prior 


rights for the municipal station and 
the public ownership issue that in- 
evitably arises. 

It is alleged in the appeal that the 
abused its discretion in 
compelling a municipal station to 
share a wave length with a station 
operated for private profit.

In decided contrast the corn 
market tended upward, owing largely 
to evidence of active trans-Atlantic 
demand for corn from the United 
States. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettied, 5-Se to le net lower, corn 
finished at ede to 1-2¢ advance, oats 
unchanged to 1-4e up and provisions 
varying from 20c¢ decline to a rise 
of ne. 

Reports that Argentine wheat is 
heing pressed for sale abroad at 
cheaper prices went hand in hand to- 
day with a setback in wheat quota- 
tions at Liverpool, whereas an ad- 
vance there had heen looked for. More- 
over, wheat shipments from Argentina 
last week were shown to bulk larger 
than was the case either the week 
previous or a year ago. Definite ad- 
vices were also received that price dis- 
parity between Argentine wheat offer- 
ings and those from North America 
are on wheat of equal quality and in 
particular No. 4 northern grade from 
Canada. Announcement was likewise 
made that world stocks of wheat show 
a further increase of nearly 10,000,000 
bushels, 

Faced by such conditions, export 
business today in wheat from North 
America was estimated as amounting 
to only 400,000 bushels. 

Corn was relatively strong all day 
in the face of wheat weakness. Mes- 
sages from the seaboard indicated that 
a good-sized volume of corn export 
business had been put through and 
that inquiries were being made for lib- 
eral quantities in addition. Oats re- 
flected the upward trend of corn, but 
kept within narrow limits. 

Provisions acted easier. chiefly as a 
result of bearish aspects of the month- 
ly exhibit of warehouse stocks in 
Chicago.

New York, January 3.—(/)—A 
further decline in early trading in 
the cotton market today was follow- 
ed sharp recoveries on covering 
or rebuying by recent sellers, coupled 
with a moderate trade and commis- 
sion house demarad, March contracts 
advanced from 19.70 to 20.09 and 
closed at 20.05. The general market 
closed firm at net advances of 26 
to 30 points. 

Prices opened steady at a decline 
of 2 points to an advance of 8 points, 
with the old crop months relatively 
steady in response to rather better 
Liverpool cables than due on the New 
York close of yesterday. There was 
a continuation of yesterday's liquidat- 
ing movement, however, and prices 
sagged off shortly after the opening, 
with January selling down to 19.65, 
and July 19.38, or 5 to 8 points net 
lower. Offerings then subsided and 
the market seemed to attract some 
trade buying as a result of which 
prices turned steadier. 

Covering or rebuying by recent sell- 
ers became more active later, whe 
there also appeared to be a rencwal 
of Wall street demand, which includ 
ed considerable buying supposed to be 
for western and Wall street account. 
Offerings were comparatively light 
after the early selling had been ab- 
sorbed, as if the liquidation of old 
long accounts had pretty weli run 
its course, and the market wee firm 
in the late trading with the active 
months selling 27 to 35 points het 
higher, with January advancing to 
03 and July to 19.74. Closing 
quotations were within a point or two 
of the best. 

The advance was accompanied by 
reports of a slightly firmer basis on 
low grade cotton in the south, which 
may have promoted the buying, al 
though some brokers attributed tne 
upturn to a reassertion of the bullisn 
sentiment noted in the market oefore 
the holidays. The new style October 
contract maintained about the same 
relation to the old contract as yes- 
terday, closing 12 points under, 
compared with a difference of 14 
points at the close of the previous 
day. Private cables said that Lon- 
don and American liquidation had 
heen absorbed by continental and 
Rombay buying in Liverpool, but that 
the demand for cotton cloths was dis- 
appointing and that yarn sales were 
below production.

New York, January 3.—(?)—An- 
ticipation of the huge increase in 
federal reserve brokers’ loans was an 
incentive to heavy profit taking on 
today’s stock market. After the 
sobering effects of the drastic reac- 
tion of early December, many traders 
were inclned to view with misgivings 
the beginning of the new year with 
the establishment of new high records 
in borrowings. 

Although the slackening of the year- 
end credit squeeze definitely appeared, 
with a drop in the call loan rate to 7 
per cent for the first time since 
before Christmas, the view was tak- 
en in many circles that the market 
was growing top-heavy. Fear that 
the federal reserve bank, with bro- 
kers’ loans again mounting, might 
fact to stem the flow of credit into 
stock speculation, now that the hol- 
iday requireménts for funds have been 
met, also prompted selling. 

Ticker Falls Fag Behind. 


The market opened with a brilliant 
display of activity and strength, but 
the ticker began to fall far behind 
trading, and without that informa- 
tion as to trends on the floor and 
uncertain of their position, traders 
lost confidence. The volume of trad- 
ing fell off on the decline, and as 
the ticker began to catch up with the 
market in the afternoon, pools staged 
a rally which reduced some of the 
losses. Total sales were about 5,- 
089.000 shares. 

The increase of $238,676,000 in 
federal reserve brokers’ loans, an- 
nounced after the close, was even 
larger than- had been expected, the 
past three weeks. The compilation 
disclosed that the loans “for others” 
decreased about $156,000,000 as cor- 
porations and foreign banks withdrew 
funds to meet the year-end require-

Copper Shares Advance. 


The reserve bank announced an 
increase of 1-4 of 1 per cent in the 
buying rate for 90-day bankers’ ac- 
ceptances in an effort to provide a 
better market for this form of com- 
mercial credit. Outside of developments 
in the credit situation, there was little 
in the day’s news to influence the 
market. An increase in the export 
price of copper, bringing it in line 
with the domestic price, encouvaged 
further sharp advances in copper 
shares, while the beginning of argu- 
ment of the St. Louis & O'Fallon 
case gave impetus to the upturn in 
the rails. 

Greene Cananea Copper jumped 
nearly 10 points to a record price, 
while Kennecott, Nevada and Ameri- 
can Smelting touched new highs for 
a year or more. Pennsylvania rail- 
road, and Boston & Maine again sold 
at the highest prices in years, while 
New York Central and Union Pacific 
made good headway. International 
Nickel and National Biscmt seid up 
about 10 and 8 points, respectively. 

General [Electric encountered heavy 
profit taking after yesteruuy’s 24- 
point advance, and sold.: down 15 
points, closing 10. off. Radio shet 
up 12 points, then lost most of its 
gains. Case Threshing lost about 
14 points, Montgomery Ward, Cana- 
dian Pacific, Allied Chemical and 
Wright Aero about 5 each. Motors 
turned heavy, Chrysler and Packard 
losing 2 to 3 points, and evils eased. 

The commodity markets were quiet. 
Cotton encountered liquidation dur- 
ing the session, but rallied at the 
close.
